which relates to the licenfing finall Stills in the Highlands of Scotland, 
came to the following RES OL U TIONS onanimoully. ; 

Finst, ‘That the abfolute fecurity of property is one of the principal 
advantages which we derive from our free conftitution ; and that every 
attempt to invade this great right ought to be watched with the mott, 

attention, 

Second, That it is contrary to the fpirit of our happy conftitution, 
and inconfiftent with the rights and privileges to which every Britith 
fabje&t is entitled, to have any employment impofed on him without 
hisown confent, which i, not immediately connected with the fafety of 
Wis country, - , 

Tarp, That if any occafion were to exift, which fhould render it 
neceffary to depart from this principle, it would be extremely unjuft and 
impolitit, not to render the exercife of the office impofed as eafy as pof- 
fible to the perfons fo called upon, by furnilhing them with proper au- 
thority: to .a& in it with vigour andy effeét; but if every fuch power 
was withheld, and fevere penalties were at the fame time infliéted on 
thefe men, for the offences of others, which they had no means of pre- 
venting, this would not only be a great perfonal hardthip, but alfo a fla- 
grant violation of the rights of property. 

Fourta, That this Mecting has obferved, with the utmoft furprife 
and regret, that the 46th a@ of the laft {-ffion of Parliament has in ef-
